Geary and. moft uncomfortable prof- 
pect from the fea, of high craggy rocks, 
many of the fummits hiding themfelves 
in the clouds, and many projecting o- 
ver their ‘bafes.

This fort defends the valley by a very 
fine line of 32 pounders, and is flanked 
by a high inacceffible battery upon the 
rocks called Mundens, clofe under 
which all thips muft pafs that come to 
an anchor before the town. On each 
fide of this valley is a row of very 
handfome fafhed houfes, which form a 
regular pretty ftreet, and at the end is 
a pleafant watk of near a quarter of a 
mile in tength, between a vifta of trees, 
which are always green and blooming. 
On the left js an eaclofed fquare ot 
convenient buildings for the foldiery ; 
and the walk terminates in an enclo-

Inftead of the ftove being fufpended 
in the fhaft, a furnace is built upon 
the furface, whofe only fapply is from 
a commpnication with the internal 
parts of the mine, by means of wooden 
pipes, which may be dire&ted to every 
remote part. Since the introduétion 
of thefe methods into practice, not any 


misfortunes have happened from the ¢ 


fulphiirous vapours collecting and fire- 
ing; but, on the contrary, mines that 
had been totally deferted on that ac- 
count are now wrought, and, from 
continued experience, with the greateft 
fecurity., As the ftractufe of this fur- 
nace now in ule is foméwhat peculiar, 
which will be moft eafily explained by 
a drawing, the following is therefore 
referred to, and will I believe be found, 
upon firiét fcratiny, to be the’ beft ven- 
tilator now in’ ule, where fuel is of any 
moderate value.

HAvre occafion. to travel very fre- 
quently upon all the roads in the 
neighbourhood of this city, I. cannot 
forbear fometimes making remarks up-- 


C on the condition they are kept in, and 


the various methods made ule of by 
the furveyors, or by thofe under whofe 
directions they act, to preferve or re- 
pair them. 

Permit me, therefore, by your means 
to lay before the public fome reflections 
that have occurred to me relative to 


D this fubjec. 


I confine myfelf to the roads about 
this place, for feveral. reafons: firft, I 
have had the beft opportunities of ob- . 
ferving them in all conditions, and in 
all feafons, for twenty years paft: and, 
fecondly, the method of laying and 
keeping a road in this diftrist; ought, 
in fome refpeéts, to be different from 
that of other places under different cir- 
cumftances. 

Contrary to what is practifed in moft 
of the roads about town, I muft.begin 
with afferting, that the roads about 
London ought not to be laid in waves, 
This, I know, will not be relifhed by 
many. The majority of the commifli- 
oners‘of fouthern turnpikes are all a- 
gainft me, and likewile thofe of the E/- 
fex, Hackney, and Tottenham roads. But 
I flatter my(eif that a little confiderati- 
on will induce them to give up the 


G point; as the matter in dilpute is not a 


matter of opinion, but is capable of the 
cleareft demonttration. 

In level countries where the roads are 
cut into deep ruts by any fort of carri- 
ges, thefe waves are ablolutely neceffa- 
ry. But in the roads where there are 
no ruts, this method is quite. neediels 5 
nay, it is injurious; becaufe it is the 

H means of keeping the falling water lon- 
ger upon the road than is neceflary j 
which ought neyer to be done. 

I think the firft waving of the roadg 

wag 
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was Pr per in Whitechapel or the Effex 
toad ; I mean about this city: for I 
am not ignorant that it had been long 
im ufe and very properly fo, in divers 
parts of the kingdom, in Leiceferfbire in 
articular, The waves on the roads a- 
veineiitioned were fhort and high, 
and foon were found fo exceflively in- 
convenient to the travellers both on 
horfebatk and in carriages, that they 
were difearded, and the road once more 
laid level.’ The Hackney road was 
made about this time, and the furveyor 
followed the waving method; but made 
the afcents and defcents longer, and 
Jefs inconvenient of courfe. Narrow- 
wheel'd Garriapes Only were now in 
ufe; an@'the method was then moft 
ones right; for the road being for 
the moft part level, it would not have 
been ealy by any other means to have 
difcharged the water. The furveyor 
of this road likewife added another 
improvement: he juftly confidered that 
dirt and wet produced more dirt: he 
therefore kept a proper number of 
hands employed in clearing away the 
dirt as it was made de which means 
that road only was p 
fure, while all the reit about town were, 
in winter, always very deep, and fome 
of them very dangerous, and in fummer 
no lefs dufty. Thefe obvious differen- 
ces gained the commiflioners and their 
furveyor , univerfal approbation. 
By this time the general badnefs of 
the roads induced many eminent per- 


fonages to turn their thoughts upon p 


fome method of fecuring the roads 
ftom the pernicious imprefiions of hea- 
vy loaded carriages. An aét was paf- 
fed for the encouragement of broad 
wheels, which I take to be one of the 
greateft improvements in the accomo- 
dations of common life that has been 
made in the prefent age, in whatever 
light we may attentively confider it. 

Where thefe carriages are very com- 
mon, and'the roads are wide enough to 
admit two of them pafs; if the ruts are 
once obliterated, or filled up, they will 
with a very little care be kept fo: for 
the horfes having noruts or quarters to 
guide them, don’t always keep for- 
ward in one ftraight line, but go as the 
{moothnefs of the road, or the obfta- 
cles they meet with, guidethem. The 
next that: follow, having no certain 
track “to direct them, proceed by the 
fame motives, and render another'part 
of the road'as level as the former ; till 
at length the thadow of a rut is not.to 
be difcovered, 


Therefore waving the roads where 
there are no tuts anfwers no uleful pur- 
pofe, isoftentimes a great expence ta 
the turnpikes, and a grievous inconve- 


Aniency to paffengers. I know it is al- 


ledged that the water by this means, e- 
ven where there ‘are no ruts, is more 
{peedily carried off the road ;. but this 
is denied: For as moft of thefe:waved 
roads are now kept, it is impoffible for 
the water to run off any other way than 
along the deelivity of the wave, ‘which 


Bis often forty or fifty yards: the | fides 


of the road feem to be moft effectually 
guarded againft any efcape of the wa- 
ter this way, by having a ridge formed 
of the dry mud, and the road gradu- 
ally floping from thence to the middle, 
Witneis Hackney road in many places, 
as well as'the Tottenbam and the Strat- 
ford roads ; the furveyors of which feem 
to follow the fame plan, andoare toon 
to be followed by others, ifone may 
judge from the abfurd and expenfive 
alterations lately made in the Peckham 
road. 

If therefore ‘the prefervation of a 
road confifts i keeping it dry, it ought 


able with plea- p to be laid in fuch a form as beft facili- 


tates the efcape of the water, and af- 
fords it the thorteft paflage to the,drain 
into which it isto be received. 

As therefore from the middle of the 
road to one fide is a much fhorter paf- 
fage, than from the fummit ofa wave 
to the bottom of the declivity, it is e- 
vident, that the beft form of a road 
where there are no ruts, is that which 
allows the water to fall off, as fpeedily 
as may be on each fide; regard bein 
had, at the fame time, to the fafety an 
conveniency of-carriages: for if the 
declivity is too great, fo much more 
weight will be thrown upon one wheel 
than there ‘is upon the other, that the 
carriage may either be in danger of o- 
verturning, or the axle-tree breaking, 
or the road being cut deeper than is 
proper. 

The new road from Ilington to Pad- 
dington, the Hampflead and Uxbridge 
roads, in many places, afford an excel- 
jent model for ‘the form of roads; the 
Barnet road is likewife commendable in 
feveral places. But above all, the new 
road above-mentioned can hardly be 
exceeded ; and the furveyor, and'thofe 
who fupported him, deferve the thanks 


H of the publick.

While narrow wheels only were in A manner thefe materials ought to be em- 


ufe, all forts of materials were found 
infufficient to prevent the roads trom 
being cut into deep and dangerous ruts. 
No care of the furveyors, could pre- 
vent it, Spreading, a thick coat of 
fcreened gravel over the moft frequent- 
ed ‘part, trom time totime, faved the 
road a little: For as it was very incon- 
venient to drive a carriage of any kind 
upon. this. freth bed of gravel, the dri- 
vers direéted their carriages fo as one 


wheel only thould pafs upon the edge. B 


Tims it is evident, that while fuch car- 
riages only were in ufe, clean and well 
fcreened gravel was the beft material 
for prefeeving the road. But bread 
wheels only prefs, they do not grind; 
and if the road they travel. on is not 
exquifitely hard, they render it more 
compact: dnd firm. If the materials are 
hard, and lie on a fubftance that is al- 
together ‘unyielding, they break thefe 
materials, by prefiing them againft one 
another, or againit the refilting bot- 
tom. This being moft certainly the cafe, 
athin bed of unfcreened gravel would 
be much preferable to fcreened gravel, 
and be at the fame time a prodigious fa- 
ving to the truft, and a faving of mate- 
riats, which in a fhort time, in divers 
places about town, will be no inconfide- 
rable advantage, as well as be much 
more commodious to the traveller.

ployed for raifing the roads; Experi- 
ence and common fenfe, point out. the 
following.

‘wet weather, was firlt introduced by 
the furveyor of the Hackney road, and 
very judicioufly.

Defcription of an Engine for faring Piles 
under Water: inventéd by Mr Benya 
MIN COLE, Mathematical: Infirument 
maker in Fleet ttreet LONDON, From a 
Model, executed by him, for bis Grace 
the Duke of Argyll.

cradle, ftop againit the end of it ; when 
immediately the other, in his turn, does 
the like; thus repeating their ftrokes 
reciprocally till the pile is fawed quite 
through, which will be performed in a 
very tew minates, if the pile be not e- 
hormoutily thick, This done, the ma- 


chine, which is fecured ftom dropping, 
by a ftrong rope? ¢, pafling through 
the fwivel ring s, and faftened tight at 
the ends to the mafts of two diftant 
lighters, may be immediately applied 
to another pile. 

Note, that before fixing the machine 


Atoa pile, it will be beft to take off the 


two leavers, whereby the weight will 
be confiderably diminithed ; note alfo, 
that in fliding the engine on upon a 
pile, it will be abfolately neceffary to 
draw off the {aw to fome diftance from 
the pile, to prevent the teeth from 
ketching or hitching uponits furface, 
which might endanger the breaking or 
bending of them ; the like precaution 
muft be taken in difcharging or draw. 
ing off the engine from a pile, 

Laftly, it will be convenient, as foon 
as every thing is in order, and the 
fawyers have mounted the ftage, to try, 
by a ftroke or two, if the faw bears too 
hard or too light againf the pile, and to 
fhift the weight accordingly upon the 
arm of the leaver.

Defcription of an Inftrument for taking Al- 
titudes at Sea, without an Horizon. 


AB (Fig.3) is a brafs circle, divi+ 
ded into degrees on both its edges.

Y county rates are meant fuch

correction, @e. by the county, ryding;

*tain annual fum, the perfon or per- 
“fons undertaking the work giving 
good fecurity for the performance. 
“Ail contraés and orders relating 
* thereto fhall be kept by the clerk of 
“the peace amongft the records of 
* the county, &c. to be infpected by 
* the juftices, or any perfon employed 
© by any parifh, or town, without fee or 
reward.” As the fecurity given, con- 
cerns all who pay to the poor’s rate

to oppofe theerestion of one:of thofe 
bridges, in'no fhape uafeful to the pub- 
lic, for which.230/ as an introductory 
fam, had been paid: by the petty confta- 


bles to the chief. The lawyer he: re- 
“ tain’d, addrefling himfelf to the: court; 


faid, Gentlemen, You mufi maintain thean- 
cient bridges, but bave no auihority:to 
build new ones where there newer werea+ 
ny, without an aét of parliament. Then 
moved for a difcharge of the order 
granted: before, and for repayment of 
the money, which were agreed to with- 
out objection, every’ petty conftable 
foon after receiving his refpeétive 
fhare. At the next quarter fefiions 2 
petition being preferr’d for another of 
thefe bridges, the fame gentleman op- 
pofed it, and obtain’d’ an order as fol- 
lows. * Whereas gratuity bridges have 
* been complained of to this court as a 
‘ burden and oppreffion to the people, 
* it is ordered by this court that for the 
‘future no fum of money fhall be 
‘ granted as a gratuity to any place, or 
* perfon whatfoever, for the building 
‘ of fuch bridges.” Thefe ortginal or- 


H ders from the hand of the clerk of the 


peace during the feffions, are to be feen, 
and may be compared with: the re- 
eords, if fuch memorial» may be: spro+ 
duced. Notwithftanding alt this;°how 
many of thefe bridges have been erected 

22s ,fimoe ? 
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fince? What great fums of money 
granted, levyed, and mifapplied ? This 
indeed cannot be called robbery, the 
perfon from whom the money is taken 
not heing’in fear of his lite; neverthe- 
lefs in fear of being diftrain’d on his 
refufal, is no very comfortable ftate. 
When by ditrefs or menaces of diftrefs, 
monty is wrefted outof the hands of 
the people, not only againft common 
law, but:a ftrong denunciation of the 
ftatute, the cafe of many individuals 
may be made truly deplorable. 

My ‘Lord Coke, in his firft Inftitute 
feét.' 70x, {peaks of; extortion, or op- 
prefion, by colour or pretence of right 
and power, and calls it Crimen Expila- 
tignis, (a word of literal fignification, 
but in aclaffical fenfe always fignifies 
fomething highly injurious. 

The repairs of thefé bridges. may in 
time, be intailed on’ our eitates ; but 
though we have been fo duétile and fla- 
vith as'to build them, «we are not yet 
obliged to maintain and uphold them: 
© For though a man’of his. owh accord 
« hath made or amenied:a bridge, yet he 
* thal not be for the futare conttrain’d ; 
€ yet if aman and his ahceéftors have 
© time outof mind ufed todo it, altho” 
* of their own free: nuiid> and accord, 
“and uot.of right or tenure of lands, 
* yet fuch continuance: fhall conclude 
“them their heirs and fucceflors,’ 2d 
Int. 41 Edward U1; 

By thefe.and more authorities it ap- 
pears we are not yet conduded, but 
may be In a generation or two, if thefe 
impdfitions are not oppofed before they 
become timmemorial. The great char- 
ter of our liberties fays, 20 freeman /hall 
bé diftirai#’d; but the edict of quarter 
feffions, fays, he fhall be diftrain’d, and 
feems to carry the point by terror, and 
not fecundum leges, coniuetudinés, ordina- 
tiones, et flatuta Arglieasthe commiffion 
commands. This is calied the great 
charter of the liberties of Eaglaud; itis 
called for its excellence, * the perfection 
* of reafon and the éa/s of our laws and 
‘Jiberties.” 

That magiftrates, where they are 
meerly minifterial, fhould a& judicial - 
rh and’ in dire&t contradiftion to the 

atate they are commanded to obey, is 
a boid ftroke, and, it may be, a3 abfard, 
as ‘bald, as if the ttream fhould tarn a- 

ainit the fountain whence it flowed, 
fow what)may this condadt berefoly’d ? 
Doany gentiemen think our ‘ftatutes 
defective? or: redundant, and require 
their ementiation, wiz.to add to, or 
curtadl, as their difcretion fhall dire&t? 
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This cannot be, they know fuch jurif- 
diction is not within: the verge of a de- 
rivative power, and that they, ought not 
to interpofe their difcretionary power 
A where it is not given in fpecial words 5 
nay, the court of Chancery, they know, 
would not overthrow an act of parilia 
ment made for the public peace, nor a- 
ny fundamental point of common law. 
It what we may call difcretion, right 
reafon, or the law of nature, was to a- 
Bmend our ftatutes, what, power would 
not be vefted in thofe by whom they 
are executed? Who thinks: he: hath 
not right reafon, and how many ‘differ- 
entright reafons dowe fee? Howthen 
would the fame {tatute be diverfifiedand 
mangled in the execution > If minif: 
ters will not move in the oréit afligned 


C them ; if they will extend, or remit as 


they think proper, how precarious mutt 
be the decrees of parliament? Every 
one thinks himfelf the exemplar or 
ftandard of right reafon; and, if we 
cannot fubmit to the judgement of our 
fuperiors, we muft wander in confufion 
untill we fhall be fo happy as to agree, 
at the Greek Calends, in one univerfal 


D fyftem of right reafon. ‘The monttru- 


ous bulk of our ftatutes might havé 
been contain’d in an Enxchiridion had 
they been filent wherever right reafon 
might have been the fupplement ; and 
it would only have been neceflary for 
the legiflature to have fketch’d the out- 
. lines, and committed the finifhing ftroke 


E to right reafon; but the more judicious 


part of mankind perhaps think them- 
felves as fafe ‘under the letter of the 
law asunder caprice, vague reafon, 
or difcretion. ‘ 

Holt, chiet juftice, delivers it for law 
that ‘ ftatutes ought to be friétly con- 
‘ftrued, and that no power can be 


Fp ‘ thence derived beyond the letter.’ 


Probyn, ‘ays * no tlatute ought to be 
* excended beyond the fri smport of

can we confalt with greater propriety 
than the judges as interpreters of the 
law, and if inferier courts would pay 
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due refpect and deference tothe refolu- 
tions of the jadges in fimilar cales, 
would not difpntes be more happily de- 
termined? We are itil in purfuit of 
what we call reafon or juftice, and per- 
haps fhall, neyer (fo is matters conititu- 
ted) agree in. moral, phyfical, or politi- 
cal principles; and thus it is that we 
fee fuch dive; lity of opinions, fuch in- 
fiability of, judgement in the various 
arts and. {ciences, that we cannot yet 
boaft a ftandard or certainty in any of 
them ; neverthele(s it muit be acknow- 
jedged that. perfons of lower faculties, 
and who, have not given the greateft 
pucation and loug attendance on our 
it heft courts of juftice, cannot be fo 
able as thofe who have ;. and without. a 
well regulated fubordination of autho- 
rities, nothing can be expected but con- 
troverfy and confufion. 

The procedure complain’d of hath fe- 
yeral times been declared by the courts 
to be burthenjome and opprefive to the 
people ; and it was order’d that no 
more money fhould be granted for the 
erection of gratuity bridges for the fu- 
ture; Is not fuch order in the nature of 
a judgement on record as all things are 
that are done in feffions, and may be 
reverfed by a fuperiour court, but not 
by the fame court? Otherwile, how 

recarious mult be fuch order, and lia- 
ble to a repeal every three months ? The 
courts of quarter feifions are all of equal 
authority, two or three juftices may 
hold the'court as well as two or three and 
twenty, except in the difcharge of anap- 
prentice or thelike. Somethings indeed 
are to be done at one time of the year, 
fome at another’; for example, labour- 
ers wages, are to be taxed at Laffer; at 
Michaelmas jultices are to be chofen to 
controul the eftreats of therifis, but 
there is no fuperiovity of jurifdittion ; 
the junéia phalanx may encourage, but 
gives not precedence, How far then 
3s fuch inferior power unable to refcind 
the fanciions of the fenate, or fupreme 
legiflature, ond fubftitute their. own ! 
The arbitrary ereétion of bridges may 
enrich one part of a county and impo- 
verifh another ; wherefore the canfe- 
quences of fuch public affairs ought to 
be well weighed, and require.the wil- 
dom and debate. in. parliament as the 
great charter. of.,our liberties requires 
andcommands, | If.in the omititude of 
coungellors there. is fatety, it mult bein 
the greataflembly.of.the eftates of the

G ir £ return of a comet accurately: fore« 


told more than 509 years ago, is the 
only phenomenon of its kind, and atthe 
fame time one of the moft interciing ta 
thofe who are defirous of forming the tru- 
eft notions of the fyfteni of the world, it 
was a happine(s referved for the aftrono- 
mers of this age to be favoured with‘a more 
perfect.and. complete knowledge’ of thufe 


H wandering bodies, which appear at certain 


times only, and after certain periods); of 
whofe trye-motions, and even nature, thie 
antients. were fo entirely ignorant, that die 
generality.qf them doubted even whecher 

they were real bodies, 
Dr Halley, from a canfideration of the 
great 
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Breat influence which the planet Fupiter 
rauft neceffarily have, upon 'the comet du- 
Fring its jaft,return ia 1682, according to 
the theory of gravity, had faid, that it was 
very probabie that ‘ its next return would 
* not be until after the period of 76 years 
* or more, about the end of the year 1758, 
* or the beginning ot 1759.’ Some attro- 
momers, without examining or weighingDr 
Haijes’s seafons and proceeding upen other 
principles,exp+Ged its return much fooner, 
But M. C/ajrast,,epon.a farther profecution 
of Dr Hajley’s.-principles and calculations, 
thought he, conld with Mill greater precifion 
forerch ¢ oft, coming to its peri- 
helion,, «uch b-fxed, after a feries of ve- 
ry paintul calcujasions about the middle of 
Apts £7599W-tiout protending however to 
determing jt within the fpace of a month, 
upon account of many fmal] quantities, 
which he was then obliged ‘to negleat, and 
which he hoptd foon to determine, whene- 
ver he found, himfelf favouied either with 
leifure, or inclination, to -eview his long 
laborious work. (Sce Fei, lag. p. 52.) 
The impatience of aidronomers, and the 
defire of verivying the fuccefs of Dr Hatley’s 
prediction induced many to enquirein what 
part of the heavens the comet would firit 
appear ; but, as they. were ignorant of the 
precife time of its return, they could only 
know the place of its appearance, by mak- 
ing different fuppofitions cancerning the 
time of its paffing the perihelion. (See Vol. 
xxvi.. p. *413-) In confequence of this M. 
Mefier, an affittant to M, de!'Ife, in his 
aftronomical obfervations made at the ob- 
fervatory de fa Marine al Hotel de Clugny, had, 
the happinefs of firit difcovering this long 
expected comet on Far, 21,1759, in the e- 
vening. Its very feeble light, equally ex- 
tended round a luminous point, which was 
its nucleus, and its different fituation, in

régard to the fixt ftars, which he obferved F 


every day, foon convinced him that it was 
acomet, It remained then to know, whe- 
ther it was the very comet whofe return had 
been predicted, and fo long and impatiently 
expefted. And of this we can oniy be af- 
fured, afteran exac: determination of .the 
velocity and dicection. of the apparent path 
of the new comet, which ought to be the 
fame with¢hat.of thecomet of 1682, fup- 
pofing it to:appear in the fame piace, and at 
the fame feafon of.the year, which the fuc- 
ceeding obfervations determined; for hav- 
ing compated this comet with the neigh- 
bouring,. ftars'aa often as the fky was.ciear, 
and having in fome,meafure determined the 
position of ihofe fars, M. de lifle was, aftu- 
red that its motion was retrograde, and that

locity which the comet of 1632 would have 
had, if viewed at the fame time, and in the 
fame place. 


great cificulty, partly on account of the 


Thefe firft obfervations were made with 
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weaknefs of the comet’s light, and partly 
becaufe it appeared’near the horizon, and 
in the twilight. Ie was firft feen im the 
conftellation Pi/ces, or more particularly in 
the beily of the firft or more wefterly of 
the-two fithes. 

The comet was obferved,as often as the 
weather would permit, wiz. on. Fam, 225 
239 25> 27, 23, 31, and on Feb, 3, 3, and4. 
In regard to the appearance; of, the comet 
during this fhort period, no-great difference 
could be perceived. on, account of the dif- 
ferent temperature of the air, which,occar 
fioned the come: £0 appear more ox Jefs Iu+ 
minoas. Qn the firft of Februaay, itsappa- 
rent diamicier was meafured, and found to 
bs two minutes and a quarter, and that of 
its nucleus to be 20 feconds, 

The obfervaiions could not be continued 
in the evening any longer than the 4th of 
February, when, the.comet entered inco the 
Sun’s rays, and was no longer vifable. Af-- 
ter ic had ceafed to appear, M. def Ijle en- 
deavoured to determine, from the forego- 
ing obfervations, the time of the perihelion, 
which he found to be on March 10, at four 
in the evening, 42, days. after the time of 
its firft difcovery. 

Unfortunately the heaven was covered 
with clouds almoft during the whole month 
of March; but..on, the. laft, day, of the 
month. fome figns of a.a clear {ky appear’d.; 
and on the firft. of April the comet was dil- 
covered a little before four in. the morning, 
about two degrees above the horizon... It 
was thought at that time to be larger. and 
more briljant than it was in February, and 
had a tail which was about halfa degree ia 
Jength, as, it was eAimated from the {pace 
it occupied in the field of the. telefcope, 
The twilight, which, grew ftronger every, 
day, foon deprived M, de i’ Ife of the plea- 
fure of contemplating the comet, but mot 
till he had compared it, tho” imperfe@tly, 
with fome telefcopic ftars, whofe pofitions 
he was not-able to determine, . He conti- 
nued to obferve it as often as the weather 
would permit,.viz.-on the 2d, 6th, 7th, 
8th, and oth, of the fame month, at {mall 
heights above the horizon, never exceeding 
eight degrees. 

On the z4thit, wag obferved in a perfeé&- 
ly ferene and cloudiefs tky, but the obfer- 
vation, was rendered very imperfect by the 
brightnefs, of the .moon,. which was then 
atthe full 5. the ftrong light of which, with 
thatofthe twilight, hindered them from fee; 
ing the comet till it was four degrees high, 
At three quarters after three its nucleus 
could not bediflinguithed, and it appeared; 
only as a thin weak light or cloud, Ib was. 
however obferved to be near the ftars. of 
the 3d or 4th magnitude, in the tail. of 
Capricorn, marked .y and. 9. by .Beyers, At 
was very-near the more wefterly of the two 
ftars, byt its diftance could hot be or 

ne 

















ned exaétly, the ftrength of the twilight 
having foon caufed it to difappear. 

On the 15th, however, the comet not- 
with@anding ‘the brightnefs of the moon, 
was compared very exactly with the tar 3, 
ffom whence it was computed that the co- 
met was in the zoth degree of Aquarius, 
with a South latitude fomewhat exceeding 
three degrees, 

On the 17th the comet began to appear 
before four o’clock, being then tittle more 
than two degrees high. lt was fainter and 
more dim than on the day before, perhaps 
on account of the moon-light, and the twi- 
light, and could not be perceived without 
great difficulty. 

On the 18th, tho’ the fky was perfecily 
ferene, the comet could not be perceived ; 
and the obferver could only account for his 
difappointment from the brightnefs of the 
moon, and the ftrong morning twilight. 

Such is the h:iftory of the obfervations 
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which could be made on the comet, after c 


its emerging out of the fan’s rays. Its 
great increafing South latitude would not 
permit the aftronomers of this part of the 
world to fee it during the remainder of 
the month; but, as its courfe in the hea- 
vens was fufficiently known, M,-de /'Ifle 
could with great-certainty foretell that to- 
wards the end of Apri? it would again ap- 
pear above our horizon, after having run 
thro’, with a prodigicus velocity, many of 
the fouthern conftellations, and having ap- 
proached within'16 degrees of the S. pole. 

Accordingly, by letters from the Wf In- 
dies and North America, it appears, that the 
comet was feen there foon after the time of 
ité ‘paffing the perihelion, towards the lat- 
ter end of March ; from which time it ad- 
vanced far to the fouthward, its body in- 
creafing confiderably in diameter, and its 
tail growing broader and broasler, but de- 
creafing in length, becaufe the comet was 
then fo placed,with refpe& to the obferver, 
that its body was neareft the earth, and its 
tail nearly in a line beyond it, but a little 
inclining upwards, When the comet was 
in its perigee, about the 23d of April, at 
which time it was about eight millions of 
miles diftant from the earth, its body was 
larger than the full moon, and its velocity 
fo extremely rapid, that, in three days, it 
ran thro’ 55 degrees of a great circle, 

After having left the conftellation of Ca- 
pricorn, in which it was Jaft feen by the Eu- 
ropean aftronomers, the comet paffed thro’ 
the Indian, the Peacock, the Bird of Paradife, 
the Bee, the Croziers, and the Centaur ; from 
whence, towards the latter end of April, it 
drew neartotheconftellation Hydra,and pre- 
fented itfelf once more to the European ob- 
fervers; paffing on in a dire&ion almoft 
perpendicular to the horizon, and foon to 
be loft inthe Sextant under Leo. 


From the inperfea accounts which had

been received in England, that acomet had 
been obferved by fome ofthe French aftro- 
nomers in the tail of Capricorn, about thé 
beginning of Apr:/, fome of’ our moft ac+ 
curate obfervers here had reafon to expett 
the appearance of this moft remarkable 
comet above our horizon towards the end 
of that or the beginning of the following. 
month, Accordingly on Monday the 20th 
of April, between 8 and g in the evening; 
the comet was feen by many curious per- 
fons, It was then in the conftelation Hy- 
dra, not far diftant from the ftar in Aydra 
marked » by Bayer, having about 172 deg, 
30 min, of longitude, with about 33 deg. 
20 min. in South latitude. The comet, un- 
fortunately for aftroncmers, now paffed on 
in adireétion almoft perpendicular to the 
horizon, decreafing both in right ‘afcenfion 
and declination, but chro’ a tract ‘of the 
heavens where there were few ftars of the 
rit, 2d, 3d, or 4th magnitude, but fuch a$ 
were at a confiderable diftance from it, and 
thofe which were near it as it moved along 
were fo {mall that their poftion could not 
then be determined, But as the feafon is 
now advancing, when the places: of thofe 
ftars may be afcertained,we may foon hope 
to be favoured with the elements of tl, 

comet, for the time of its laft return, wit® 
fome degree of precifion, more particulari® 
if the French aftronomers were enabled tf 
determine its fituation foon after it ha 

paffed the perihelion ; for without one a”™, . 
two good obfervations of the comet, in’ 
that part of its orbit, we can never have its 
elements with any tolerable degree of éx- 
atnefs, as the comet had before the begin- 
ning of May run thro’ the whole part of 
its orbit which co-incides with the para- 
bola, and continued to move, as long as it 
was vifibie, almoft in a ftrait line. It 
might be feen with the naked eye til! about 
the 4th or sth of fay, when the moony 
which had then entered into its fecond 
quarter, fhone with fuch brightnefs, and 
the light of the comet itfelf was fo very 


F faint, that they only who knew where to 


look for it could find it. Thro” the tele- 
{cope nothing then could be feen but a ne- 
bulofity fomewhat extended, in the middle 
of which the nucleus might eafily be diftin- 
guifhed. 

During the whole of the month of May, 
the weather was in general favourable to 


G the obferver, and the comet was almoft e~ 


very night obferved. 

On the rath, the fky being perfe€tly fe- 
rene, and the moon hot rifing till ten,when 
the twilight alfo was’ very weak, the comet 
was feen by the naked eye, and equalled: 
in brightnefs ftars of the 4th or 5th magnie 
tude, The apparent diameter of its nucle« 
us was found to be 27 minutes. On the 
rsth, the fky being very ference as before, 
the comet when viewed by. the naked cye 

" feemed 
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feeined to Navé'no tail; for, even at the 
beginning of the’ month, fo unfortunately 
was the comet fithated, with refpeét to the 
earth awd fin, its ‘tail~was hardly of any 
econfidérable length, but appeared to theeye 
to be broad and fomewhat fore-fhortened, 
and yet on this day‘we are told that del’ Ifle’s 
afiitant, by means of a fort teleftope, de- 
términed Bott the length and dire&ion of 
the’ tail, atid fourtd it to be above three de- 
grees long. 

From ‘the r6tly the fky continned to be 
very ferené till the 22d, daring which time 
the comét Was obferved 6 diminith confi 
dérably in Brightnefs, bécaufe it was then 
ata very great diffance from the fun. Its 
nucleus was confiderably diminifhed, and 
not well defined ; and its body, tho” vifi- 
ble‘enough in the relefcope, could not be 
feen witliout great difficulty by the eye. 

From the 22d to the 28th the {Ky conti- 


rived very ferene, but the comet could not C 


be diftingniffted by the eye. On the 26th 
it ‘was obferved in the conftellation of He- 
welius’s Sextant, under a ftar of the sth 
magiitude called by Flamflead in’ regtla ad 
prinatidiam®, On the 28th it appeated 
marly of the fame fiz¢ (tho” rather with a 
fonger light) as on Yanvary the 21f, when 
it was firft difcoveréd, 

Tt was feen in France on May 30, and on 
Siine2 and 3; but the light of the moon, 
which had entered irito: its fecond’quarter, 
fo weakened the comnet’s light, that the 3d 
was confidered as thé Taft day on whith we 
Mould be permitted to fee it. Tho’, asit 
wuld contintie almoft ftationary, both in 
longitude and latitude, it might poffibly be 
féen for fome time longer, in the abfence of 
the moon, by the help of good glaffeés, gra- 
dWally advancing to the North of its’ pofi- 
tion on the 26th of May. 

Such is the hiftory, however fhort and 
imperfe&, of the obfervations of this co- 
met, which have hitherto been nade pub- 
lick, or which have come to my hands. 
How far its elements differ from’ thofe de- 
términed by Dr Halley, from Flamflead’s ob- 
fervation’ daring the time of its appearance 
im 1682 (for there is perhaps afmail vari- 
ation, both in the place of its nodes, and 
in’ the isclination of its orbit) muft be de- 
termined by amore able hand, whenever a 
fufficient number of good obferyations, 
taken in. different parts of its orbit can be 
procured, from thofe already 
made it.moft certainly and demonftrably 
appears to be the fame, the long-expected 
comet, and therefore I cannot bur congra- 
tulate my-countrymen on an eyent fo glo- 
sious.to the Newtonian doétrine of gravity, 
ant to the memory of that excellent phi- 
ofopher Dr Halley; and may it’ever be res 
miombered that the firft inflance of an e- 
vent-of this kind was foretold, and with 
atcuracy too, by an Engh /min.

OS for invefting his Serene High- 
nefs Prince Ferdinand of Brunfwick with ‘the 
moft noble Order of the Garter, on the 16th 
the Flenjpotentiaries had their firft audience 
of his Serene Highnefs at the head quarters, 
and prefented their.credentials and the book 
of ftatutes, and his Serene Highnefs having 
agreed to accept the election with the ufual 
tefervations, the Plenipotentiarics immediate- 
ly invefted him with the Garter, Ribband, 
and George, Garter pronouncing the ufual ad- 
monitions in Latin, And this day being ap- 
pointed for the public inveftiture, a large tent 
was prepared onahill, in full view of the 
French camp, and another leffer tent at a little 
diftance ftom the great one, for his Highnefs 
to réceive the firft part of the inveftiture : To 
this tent the Prince came about twelve o'clock, 
efcorted by a latge detachment of the horfe- 
guards blue, who were afterwards drawn up 
on either fide upon the flope of a hill before 
the tent, others doing duty on foot. His Se- 
tene Highnefs was received by the Plenipo- 
tentiaries in the lefler tent, where the habit 
and enfigns had been preyioufly laid on a ta- 
ble, and he was immediately invefted with the 
furcoat and fword. A grand poceflion was 
then made to the great tent, where two chairs 
of itate were pleced, one for the Sovereign, 
having an efcutcheon of his arms and titles 
above his chair, Upon entering the tent, e- 
very perfon made three reverences to the So- 
vereign’s ftate and the habit and enfigns were 
feverally laid by the perfons who bore them, 
upon a table before the Sovereign’s ftall. The 
Prince fat down in his chair, the two Pleni- 
potentiaries in chairs on each fide of him; 
the mufic playing. After a little paufe, the 
Marquifs of Granby ftanding up, made a fhort 
{peech in French, which was anfwered by the 
rince, Garter then prefented the King’s 
commiffion, which was read by the Prince’s 
Secretary. The Plenipotentiaries then in- 
vefted his Highnefs with the habit and enfigas, 
viz. Firft the mantle, then the hood, then 
the collar, Garter pronouncing the ufual ad- 
monitions. Then they placed the cap and fea- 
ther on the Prince’s head, and feated him in 
his ftall ; the mufick playing, Lafily, Gar- 
ter proclaimed the Sovereign’s flile in French, 
and then the Prince's; the drums beating, 
and trumpets founding. This being done, a 
proceffion was made back to the leffer tent, 
jn the fame manner as before, his Serene 
Highnefs having the train of his mantle horne 
by a page. His Highnefs. continued in this 
tent about an hour, tii] the great tent was 
prepared for dinner, which was given by the 
Marquifs of Granby, his Serene Highnefs fit- 
ting at table in the habit of the order, having 
his cap held behind his chair, the Plenipoten- 
tiaries on his right-hand, and the hereditary 
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Prince of Brunfwick on his left. The fecond 
courfe being ferved up, his Serene Highnefs 
ftood up, put on his cap, and then, taking it 
off, drank, if, the Sovereign's health; 2<, 
the reft of the Royal Familv ; 3d, the Knights 
companions of the order: In return whereof, 
the Marquifs of Granby drank, 1ft, the health 
of the Prince; 2d, the reft of his family ; 
3d, the King of Pruffia. 

The next day his serene Highnefs gave an 
entertainment in three tents near the head- 
quarters, at which were prefent (as at the for- 
mer) all the principal officers of the army ;

I think it incumbenton me, in a matter of 
fuch high impor tance to the welfare of Ireland, 
to lay this intelligence.before you. His ma- 
jefty will not make any .doubt but that the 
zeal of his faithful protettant fubjects in this 
kingdom will have been already fufficiently 
quickened by the repeated accounts, which 
have been received, of the dangerous defigns 
of the enemy, and of their actual preparations 
in confequence, made at a.vait. expence, in or- 
der to invade the feveral parts of his majelty’s 
dominions. And I haye his majefty’s, com- 
mands to ufé my utmoft endeavours to animate 
and excite his loyal people of Ireland to exert 
their well-known zeal and {pirit in fupport of 
his majefty’s government, and in defence of all 
that is dear to him, by a timely preparation 
to refift and fruftrate any attempts of the ene- 
my to difturb the quiet, and fhake the fecurity 
of this kingdom,

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I do therefore, in the ftrongeft manner, 
commend it to you, to manifeft, upon this 
occafion, that zea] for the prefent happy e- 
Rabdlifhment, and that affettion for his ma-
